That is my sentiment, 1
am not a slave to submit wyself to legisla-
tion controlled by mere discretion. Mr.
President, if George Waslington and Ben-
jamin Franklin, and the wisest men. who
ever lived, were to come here and attémpt
to legislate under the dictates of mere dis-
cretion, and should do me an injustice, |
would be a craven and a traitor to the
principles of Magna Charta—to everything
which I have learned flom the highest
sources of history—if 1 could submit to
any measure that would place my children
the ninety-nine-hundredth pait of an inch
beneath the children of the Senator from

“Mr. Bell, of Tennessee.—I do not wish
to imterfere in this matter, but 1 will state
what I understood the Senator from Town
1o say.
